( behalf of the John Birch Society, of which he was a member. 

During these speeches, wherein GUMAER would indicate his prior 
undercover activities and relationship with the Chicago Police 
Department, GUMAER also Identified himself as an FBI informant 
working matters of a similar nature for the Bureau. These 
speeches were generally of an alarmist nature, intended to arouse 
1 the wrath of conservative America to the ever growing threat from 
"new left" and "Communist backed" movements in the United States. 
Considerable correspondence was received at FBIHQ, due to 
GUMAER*S purporting to be an FBI informant, in addition to his 
inflammatory rhetoric during these speeches. 


In October 1973, a Washington Field Office confidential 
source advised that a third individual had described GUMAER as a 
right-wing extremist who was allegedly organizing right-wing 
airline pilots to fly "hit teams" around the United States to 
assassinate certain individuals, to include then Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. Investigation could not substantiate 
these allegations, but GUMAER, during an interview, did express a 
particular dislike for Kissinger due to his "pro-Communist 
activities and associates." It was ascertained, however, that 
GUMAER exhibited the profile of a white, right extremist who 
could be swept up in the philosophies espoused by the ARIZONA 
PATRIOTS.
